According to a St. Petersburg paper, 
a German, Herr I*. N. I lit t mar, has 
practically sol vet Cl he problem of ren­ 
dering petroleum solid—a problem con­ 
siderably studied by chemists of late iii 
view of the large question of transport. 
A company has been formed in Ku--ia 
to work the patent when completed. 
The transformation of tile substance 
will not cost more than about od. per ."»<> 
pounds (six kopecs per pood), whereas 
the casks now used increase the cost of 
petroleum about 2s. 4<I. for the same 
quantity (55 kopecs per pood), leakage 
not considered. The mode of treatment 
is not yet disclosed, and chemists to 
whom small samples of the solid petro­ 
leum have been sent have not been able 
to make out the na!urn of the foreign 
substances that are added in a propel* 
ti*in of two or at most three per cent. to 
solidify the petroleum. T he reporter of 
the St* Petersburg paper saw the pro­ 
duct ; he says it is of a wine-vollow col* »r, 
and has the coil'istoney of gelatine; it 
eau be kneaded with the lingers like 
wax, and i> yet somewhat breakable. A 
small piece of t he thickness of a lead 
pencil and about an inch long could be 
lit at one end and held with the fingers. 
It melted like wav, amt it was only after 
a little while, when hot drops ran down, 
that the flame had to be blown out. 
The danger of tire is considerably less 
than with liquid petroleum. 
The pro­ 
duct can be easily liquified when required 
by the addition of vinegar, and the 
process is rapid. 
The vinegar in time 
separates out below and the petroleum 
above. 
It is not stated whether the 
same vinegar can be used repeatedly. 
It appears that the higher and low-boil­ 
ing hydro-earbons in crude naphtha are 
not affected by the solidifying agent, in 
which case the costly apparatus for 
fractional distillation might bo dispensed 
with. The advantages of solid petro­ 
leum would be peculiarly felt in regions 
like the (.’auoassus, where the naphtha
